Disposition to Postpone Trial Op­

lington abou t two months ago. 
Thomas M. Green, cou nty attor­ 
ney and John A. Titsworth, an a t­ 
torney 'of this city , will defend Du nn 
and this morning filed a petition in 
cou rt stating that the defendant was 
a person of u nsou nd mind, and had 
been su ch prior to the time that he 
killed his wife. 
Prosecu tor 
Stev ens 
immediately 
filed a reply , in which the facts set 
ou t abou t his alleged insanity were 
denied by the state. A. L. Gary will 
assist the state in the prosecu tion.

The defense also filed a petition 
with the cou rt asking that Ru ssell 
Sheppard and James

notify the warden at the prison to 
bring the two menTiere on Wednes­ 
day to testify in the case.

wras confined in a cell on the second 
floor.

NEW INDIANA LAWS 
BECOME EFFECTIVE 


Gov. 
Goodrich 
Today 
Proclaims 
Them in Full Force After 
Copies Are Distributed. 


RECEIVED HERE FEW DAYS AGO 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov . 15—Gov ­ 
ernor Jam es P. Goodrich today pro­ 
claimed effectiv e all laws enacted by 
the recent special 
legislatu re, in­ 
clu ding in these the “Blu e Sky ” law 
enacted to protect the pu blic from 
worthless stocks and bonds. 
Inclu ded in the prov isions of this 
law w’as a license fee of $10 to $50 
for salesmen, corporations and firms 
dealing in stocks and bonds. 
The papers mu st hav e the approv ­ 
al of the secu rities department of the 
secretary of state offices granted by 
the bill. 
The penalty is a $100 to 
$1,000 fine or one y ear imprisonment 
or both. 
The gov ernor issu ed the proclama­ 
tion 
u pon receipt of notices 
from 
clerks of Indiana cou nties after they 
had receiv ed copies of the acts. The 
last notice of receipts came in today .

This hah in pro ductio n enabled de­ 
mand to creep up o n supply , and o aused crude to 
adv ance until it reached ¿ 1 .1 0 per barrel. 


Enco urag ed by the better prices o ffered, pro ducers 
put do wn 2 4 ,000 wells in 1 91 6. The unprecedented 
demand aro used by the war caused petro leum prices 
to so ar, and, no twithstanding the activ ities in the 
pro ducing field, prices hav e co ntinued to adv ance 
because demand ex ceeded supply . 


In Aug ust, 1 92 0, the number o f new o il wells 
bro ug ht in fo r that mo nth alo ne was 3 ,5 1 3 
the 
hig hest o il pro ductio n mark in the histo ry o f the 
United States. 
Yet so g reat was demand that 
Mid-Co ntinent crude sto o d firm at $3 .5 0, and 
Pennsy lv ania crude at $6 .1 0 per barrel, the present 
prev ailing prices. 


The market price fo r crude is no t apt to g o o ff 
appreciably while demand co ntinues to increase 
as during 1 92 0. 


Sin ce 1 91 3 the n umber of motor vehicles in the 
Un ited States has in oreased ap p ro x im ately 
7 ,4 5 9,6 07 , an d the forecast for 1 92 1 is 1 0 million 
motor vehicles in the Un ited States.

o rg anizatio n to increase the y ield o f g aso line fro m 
crude petro leum. 


Ho w well it is succeeding is indicated by the fact 
that an eminent autho rity states that the Burto n 
pro cess, o rig inating in the lab o rato ries o f the 
Standard Oil Co mpany (Indiana) has pro duced 4 0 
millio n barrels o f g aso line fro m heav y distillates, 
and has thus sav ed appro x imately 1 5 0 millio n barrels 
o f crude o il that wo uld o therwise hav e been neces­ 
sary to pro duce an equiv alent amo unt o f g aso line.
